His machine was under perfect control and he alighted: with- 
out mishap. He says he could have remained in the air fifteen or 


twenty minutes longer.

By his wonderful flight from Fort 
Myer today Wright practically doubled 
the best official record ever made by a 
heavier-than-air machine. It was only 
on last Sunday that De La Grange estab- 
Hshed a new world’s record in France 
by remaining in the air 29 minutes 54 4-5 
seconds. He circled the field at Issy, 
near Paris, fifteen and a half times, 
covered a distance of fifteen and one- 
quarter miles,

PEORIA, Ill, Sept. 9.—William J. 
Bryan, discussing states’ rights and reg- 
ulation of railroads and corporations 
here today, drew a line between “‘legiti- 
mate’’ and ‘‘conscienceless’”’ corporations 
and between railroad managers who are 
“earning their salaries by conscientious 
devotion to the work entrusted to them,”’ 
and the ‘‘Napoleons of Finance.”’ 

“The Democratic party,” he _ said, 
“would distinguish between those rall- 


road owners, directors and managers 
who, recognizing their obligation to the 
public, earn their salaries by conscien- 
tious devotion to the work entrusted to 
them, and those unscrupulous ‘Napol- 
eons of Finance’ who use railroads as 
mere pawna in a great gambling game 
without regard to the rights of em- 
ployes or to the interests of-the patrons. 
- “It is in the interest. of honest rail- 
roading and legitimate investment that 
the Democratic party seeks to ascertain 
thé present value of the railroad’ prop- 
erties .and.: to prevent for the future 
the watering of stock and the issue of 
fictitious capitalization; and {t {is fin the 
Interest of both the railroads and the 
public that it seeks only such reduc- 
tions in transportatiqn rates as can be 
made without wage reduction, without’ 
deterioration in the service and without 
injustice to legitimate investments. 


U regen Dual Regulation, 

“The Democratic party insists that in 
the matter of regulation of railroads 
both the State governments and the 
Federal Government. shall 
and yet within, their powers; for noth- 
ing else will restore the confidence and 


good will that ought to exist between 
the railreads and the people. 

“In dealing with manufacturing and 
trading cerporations the Democratic 
party draws a distinction between those 
corporations—and they constitute the 
great majority of all the manufacturing 
and trading corporations—which are en- 
gaged in a legitimate effort to supply 
what the consumers need, and the very 
few corporations which are seeking. by 
conscienceless methods to take advan- 
tage of the public en the oné hand, 
while on the ether hand they bankrupt 
competitors, oppress the producers of 
raw materials and deal arbitrarily with 
their employes. 

“It endeavors to protect the innocent 
corporations by visiting punishment 
upon those corporations which are guilty 
of infractions of the moral.and the 
statute law. Here, too, our platform 
is specifiC and no one can use its lan- 
guage to frighten any business man 
whose transactions are fair and whose 
income is honestly earned.’’ 

Dis¢ussing states’ rignts he contend- 
ed that.the rights and authorities of 
the states must ve jealously preserved 
and declared. that the suggestion that 
states lose their. powers by non-use is 
“as insidious and as «dangerous as- 
sault as has ver: been made upon our 
constitutional form of government.” 


Sees Corporation Trick. 
“The real purpose that those have in 


viewswhé comp.2in of the inaction -f 
the State, is not more strict regula- 
tion of corporations, but the .elief of 
corporations from state regulation,”’ he 
said. 


“The predatory corporations have 
taken advantage of the dual character 
of our government and have tried to 
hide behind state rights when pros- 
ecuted in the Federal courts and be- 
hind the, interstate commerce clause of 
the constitution when prosecuted in the 
state courts. 


“There is no twiiight zone between 
the nation and the state in which the 
exploiting interests can take refuge 
from both. There is no neutral ground 
where, beyond tle jurisdiction of either 
sovereignty, the plunderers of the pu>- 
lic can find a sufe retreat. 

“As long as a corporation confines its 
activities to the State in which it was 
created, it ig subject to State regula- 
tion only; but as soon ‘as it inva.es 
interstate commerce it becomes Amen- 
able to Federal laws.as well as to the 
laws of the State which created it and 
the laws of the states in waren | it does 
business."’

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 9.—‘‘I led the 

mob which 
night, and I’m proud of it,” said former 
United States Senator W. V. -Sullivan 
this afternoon. “I directed every move 
of the mob and I did everything I could 
to see that he was lynched.” 
3 “Cut a wnite woman’s throat? Ard a 
negro? Of course I wanted him lynched. 
I saw his bedy dangling from a tren 
this morning and I'm glad of it. When 
I heard of the horrible crime I started 
to work immediately to get a mob. I did 
all I could te raise one. I was at tne 
Jail last night and I heard Judge Roane 
advise against lynching. I. got up im- 
mediately afterward and urged the mob 
to lynch Patton. I aroused the mob and 
directed them to storm the Jail.’”’ 

“I had my revolver, but did not use 
it. I gave it to a deputy sheriff and 
told him to shoot Patton and shoot to 
kill. He used the revolver-and shot. I 
suppose the bullets from my gun’ were 
some of those that killed the negro. 

“I don’t care what investigation is 
made or what are the consequences. 1 
am willing to stand them. TI wouldn't 
mind standing the consequences any 
time for lynching a man who cut a 
white woman's throat. I will lead a 
mob in such a case any time.”’

each time her voice rang more reverent- 
ly and her upraised eyes became those 
of an enthusiast. 

“Dr. Rustin broached the subject of 
suicide to me just a month ago,” she 
said. “During that time he was more 
despondent than I ever saw him before. 
All his troubles were financial. He 
seemed to have a’ creditor in every man 
he met. ‘I'd be richer dead than I am 
alive,’ he often remarked. 

‘Three weeks ago he and I went to 
the Loyal Hotel, where I registered fo1 
us as Mr. and Mrs. A. B. Rice. Twe 
days later his wife and family returned 
from a visit with friends at Ellsworth, 
Neb. ‘This is the beginning of the end,’ 
he said when telling me they were back. 
He had decided that in order to support 
his family he must die. But the insur- 
ance must be assured to them after his 
death. He finally decided that 1 must 
kill him. I agreed, and said I would 
afterwarda kill myself. His first plan 
was that we should go to his office some 
night when no one else was around and 
that I should shoot him there, I ob- 
jected that the sound of the report 
would betray us. He explained that we 
would wait until a passing street car 
would deaden the sound. 

“Hie instructed me carefully to shoot 
in the abdomen, as he would then live 
two or tnree days and be able to get his 
affairs in some order. He also told me 
I must stand so far away there would 
not be any powder burns, as they would 
indicate ‘suicide. I was to wait before 
leaving town or killing myself until 1 
was sure he would not recover frdbm 
the wound. He bought a 32-caliber re- 
volver in a pawnshop and I got a half- 
dollar's worth of cartridges. We were 
sitting -in the hotel and I was loading 
the gun, when by some movement } 
broke it. 
lowing night on that account. Nothing 
more was suid of the past for about &@ 
week. But the Friday before his death 
he had the weapon repaired in Council 
Biuffs. That night we met by appoint- 
ment in the street and went to his of- 
fice, Where it was intended I should 
kill him.

“When I inet him at 9 o'clock, down- 
town, he was with Davis, whom he put 
ym a car going toward the _ doctor’s 
home, 

“He and I walked all the way out to 
his home and his talk was all on death. 
Once he brightened, when he passed a 
house on Harney § street. ‘See that 
house,’ he said. ‘We used to live there. 
The kiddies used to play so much right 
there in the lawn. 

“When we reached the corner of his 
home he gave me $10, which he said was 
the last money he had on earth. He 
also gave me a check for $500. ‘“When 
I'm dead you can cash that out of the 
insurance and if you wish to follow me 
it will pay your burial expenses. If not, 
't will give you a start into a decent 
life. Then he wrung my hand and start- 
ed for his house. 


Saw Davis on Corner. 

“There was a group of men on the 
opposite corner and among them I rec- 
ognized Davis’ I took a car and re- 
turned downtown. I grew 80 worried 
that I called up his house as sooo as 
I reached my room, but got no answer. 
I telephoned several times during the 
night and was answered each time that 
the doctor was not at home. That was 
the answer at 5 a. m., an hour and a 
half after he was shot. I learned of 
his death at 10 a. m. and would have 
drunk the poison he had given me if 
the detective had not come directly aft- 
er me.” 4 

At this point in the testimony, Mr. En- 
glish arose dramatically and ordered 
“Charles Davis, come forward.”’ 

A short, stout man with dead eyes 
slouched from a corner and took the 
stand, while a gasp of horror and as- 
tonishment stirred in the room. Thick 
drops of perspiration clustered upon his 
bald head and his face was linen white. 
Behind him stood Frederick Davis, ‘one 
of the most respected citizens of Ne- 
braska, gazing down upon his brother 
with a strange mixture o1 yearning and 
horror. 

Thrill followed thrill as 
ceeded to verify nearly all of 
Rice’s testimony concerning him. 

He remembered meeting her in Dr. 
Rustin’s office in the evening before 
the tragedy. Dr. Rustin did put him 
on a Farnam car and start him towards 
the physician’s home, he said. He ad- 
mitted spending most of the night with- 
in three blocks of the house. 

“Why did you co to that part of the 
town?” he was asked. 

Confesses He Sought Death. 

“TIT intended to commit suicide,’’ he re- 
plied, and another murmur of horror 
ran*through the room as Mrs. Rice's 
testimony was remembered that the 
man who was to kill Dr. Rustin was 
to receive enough poison in return to 
kill himself. 

“I had not slept for four days and 
nights before,” he continued, “and, My 
God! the killing pains in my head and 
the agonies which racked all my joints 
and bones! The doctor gave me some 
morphine and chloride of gold, and to 
a sure I would die I took both. 

ey acted together as an emetic and 
when I woke up I realized I was still 
alive. Then I walked downtown .to my 
hotel. No one saw me return,” 

Davis denied flatly that he had ever 
discussed suicide with Dr. Rustin, or 
that the latter knew what he wanted 
with the drugs.

Y NAME (maiden) is Abbie 
Mi Clark, and I was born in Al- 

lerton, Io., on Nov. 4, 1888. 
I will be 20 years old my next birth- 
day. I resided in Des Moines from 
1890 until 1906, when I was married 
in that city to Irving Rice. He was 
a private in the United States Army, 
stationed at Fort Des Moines. He 
went to Cuba with his regiment in 
October, 1906, and I followed “him 
there in November.' I got there the 
7th of December. We lived together 
in Cuba until August, 1907, when I 
left him and came back to my 
mother at Des Moines. 

I left my mother’s tie 24 of De- 
cember, 1907, and” came to Omaha, 
and I have lived in Omaha ever 
since. I became” acquainted with 
Frederick Rustin the 234 of last De- 
cember, I was a patient of his, and 
afterwards our acquaintance became 
very intimate. I saw a great deal of 
him from the date I first met him 
until the time of his death. It was 
his custom to drink excessively dur- 
ing the time I knew him, and about 
four weeks ago his habit of drink- 
ing increased. It was his custom to 
drink at least two flasks of whisky 
a day and a great deal of beer 
with it. 

During the last four weeks he 
spoke a great deal about his finan- 
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with reference/t> them. He spoke 
of having a great many debts that 
he was not able to meet. He spoke 
frequently about having a heavy 
life insurance and that he would be 
@ richer man dead than alive. 

About four weeks ago he first in- 
troduced the subject of suicide. 

About two weeks ago Wednesday 
I took a room at the Loyal Hotel. 
He came there. frequently to see me 
and spent a great deal of time with 
me there. j 

Wanted to Protect Insurance. 

DAY or two after I took this 
A room he told me that his family 

had returned and that the end 
would soon arrive. He spoke of the 
insurance and said that he must 
use some plan by which he would 
save the insurance to his family and 
he suggested that as it would not do 
for him to commit suicide, that I 
must shoot him. 

His first plan was that I should 
shoot him in the office and his in- 
structions were that he should be 
shot in the abdomen in such a way 
that the shot would be fatal, but 
that he would not die for tw or 
three days, so that he would be en- 
abled to close up his business af- 
fairs and he told me not to kill 
myself or leave town until I was 
sure_that he was going to die. 

His intention was that this should 
be carried-out on Sunday night fol- 
lowing this. “It was to be in his 
office about 9 o'clock and it was to 
be done when the street cars were 
passing so that the noise would be 
deadened. 

On Saturday he brought a gun_to 
the room with him. It was a .32-cali- 
ber gun which he said he bought at 
a pawnshop and told the pawnbroker 
that he was from some small town 
in Nebraska, as I remember, Beat- 
rice. He did not purchase any Car- 
tridges, as he said that he wanted 
it to appear that he bought no car- 
tridges and he asked me to go to a 
gun store and buy them, a8 no one 
would connect me with the shooting. 
He gave me some money and I went 
that afternoon to Townsend’s gun 
store in the Paxton Block, on Far- 
nam street, and bought a box of .32- 
caliber shells and paid 80 cents for 
them. 

Shooting Is Postponed. 

BROUGHT them to the room in 
the Loyal Hotel and that. evening 

with him tried to load the gun. In 
doing so we had trouble in fitting the 
cartridges and in attempting to do so 
I put the gun out of order in some 
way and we were not able to fix it. 
This accident to the gun, happening 
Saturday evening, compelled the 
postponement of the shooting plan 
for Sunday night. 

The matter drifted along for a.few 
days until Friday, when he renewed 
the subject of Killing him. He said 
it would have to be that night. 

On Thursday, the day before, the 
people at the Loyal Hotel objected 
to my staying there, and ? left that 
hotel and afterwards went to the 
Millard and stayed there that Thurs- 
day night. 

In the meantime he had taken the 
shells to his office and he carried the 
gun in his pocket most of the time, 
except when he went home. 

Friday evening, at my request, we 
went over to Council Bluffs for a 
little’ trip, and he brought the gun 
with him. It was out of repair, as 
I have said, and he took it to a 
pawnshop on Broadway, the first 
pawnshop on the north side of the 
street, and he had It fixed. We re- 
turned from Council Bluffs sep- 
arately and I met him at Seven- 
teenth and Webster about 7 o'clock, 
and we went together to the office. 
We went there for the purpose of 
carrying out the plan with reference 
to killing him. When we got to the 
office I lost my nerve and refused

My purpose in doing this 
was that when I shot him I would 
take out the empty shell and would 
put in a loaded one and would take 
the gun away with me and I would 
then shoot myself and there would 
only appear to be one empty shell 
and there would be no connection 
then between my shooting and his, 
which might follow if there were 
two empty shells in the gun.

erwards put that shell in my satchel 
and it is the one that was found by 
the police. 

We took the Farnam street car 
some time about 10 o’clock and got 
off at Thirty-ninth and Farnam. We , 
then went south one block to Har- 
ney street and then went two blocks 
to Forty-first street. 

At the comer of Harney and 
Forty-first street we panpsed for 
a while and he gave me directions 
as to how we were to proceed. He 
said that he would go to his house 
and go in the front way and go back 
to the barn and that I was to follow 
on Forty-first street, north, until I 
came to the alley running back of 
his house and then.I was to go to 
the. west to the barn and he was to 
open the door for me and I was 
to shoot him just the moment I 
saw him. 7 

He gave me the gun and had it 
in my hand and he left me to carry 
out his part of the plan. I came 
after him and went so far as to the 
mouth of the alley, when my nerve 
left me and I determined not to do 
it. I then went back to Farnam and 
hurried east for two or three blocks 
and was waiting there for a car 
when he evidently got tired of wait- 
ing and took a car and followed 
me. He saw me standing at the 
corner and he got off the car and 
ashe got off the car he made some 
remark to mislead the conductor. 

Rustin Angry at Failure. 
E was angry at me and 

H charged me with having no 

nervé and breaking down and 
going back ca him as everyone else 
had. Then he walkee me back to 
Forty-first and he says, ‘“‘Now, you 
must do this,’’ and I says, “I will.” 

He went to the front way again 
and I went through the alley to the 
barn and he opened a large door for 
me. I stepped in the barn and he 
stepped a little off from me and 
said, “Now shoot me.” Be sure 
and stand far enough away so that 
the powder will not burn my 
clothes.’’ 

We had talked about shooting at 
a. distance, so that it would leave 
no powder marks. 

I broke down and cried, and told 
him that I-could not do it. He told 
me that I must.do it, that it was the 
only way out of it. He argued with 
me and insisted that-I must do it, 
and I told him I could not. We re- 
mained in the barn and argued for 
over an hour and a half—at any rate, 
until the cars had stopped running. 
Then he got very angry with me and 
said he was going to kill me and 
then kill himself. He was very much 
under the influence of liquor. 

I insisted upon going back to town 
and I finally had my way. He said 
that the cars had stopped, and he 
would go into the house and phone 
Gowntown for a_ carriage. After 
phoning he came back and we 
walked down Farnam street three or 
four blocks. He .met the carriage 
coming uv there. We then ae to 
his office. I had carried the gun 
until we got In the carriage, when I 
give it back to him. 

We then went to his office and 
about 3 o’clock went to Clara Glea- 
son's, Saturday and Sunday he did 
not speak much about the shooting, 
but he still insisted that he was go- 
ing to do it. 

Debts Made Him Despondent. 
ONDAY he told me that his

ing him very hard and that 
he got notice that his office rent 
must be paid, and he was very de- 
spondent, and he was drinking very 
heavily and eating but little. I at- 
tempted to get some money to relieve 
him temporarily, but I was not able 
to do so, but held him off until-Tues- 
day afternoon, when I told him that I 
could not do it.

That the wicow—merry or desta 
—was an important factor in Sixteenth 
Ward politics during the recent primary 
election is disclosed in the reports of 
police officers, who canvassed the Four- 
teenth precinct for Circuit Attorney S' 
ger. No less than six widows were 
found, from whose one and two-room 
apartments no less than seven to ten 
persons were recorded as having voted 
in the primaries, ® 

The six widows will be called before 


the grand jury to explain how they }- 


can accommodate so many voters in 
such cramped quarters. At one place 
Sergt. McMullen and Special Officer 
Grady, who are making the carvass. 
foind a widow living in two small 
rooms. Seven ames were recorded by 
the judges and clerks of the precinct 
as having voted from the widow's mite 
of a home. The widow had two small 
children and @ grown scn. 


Seven Votes Widow's Mite. 
‘Do seven men live here with you?” 
‘Yes, they all live here, and they 
voted, too,’’ she answered. 

The Sergeant read off three of the 
names that appeared on the poll books, 
and the widow so readily answered that 
they lived there that he read off three 
names that he conjured up. 

“Does Mr. Spike Hennessy live here, 
too?’’ he injured. , 

‘An’ shure he does.’’ answered the 
widow, ‘‘and he never fails to vote nay- 
ther.’”’ 

“An’ Muggsy McGuire?” 

“Shure, the little short man; and a 
good voter he is too’-— 

“And Skippy Rohan?’ inquired the 
Sergeant, using the name of a well- 
known police character who has been in 
the Penitentiary for a year. 

“An’ he does, bliss hiv, he sleeps here 
iviry night,”’ said tne widow. - 


Only Two Beds for Seven. 

The police could find only two beds. 
one of them a single one, in the house. 
They had the same experience at five 
other places where widows lived. 

The police canvassers found that Il 
men who were recorded as having voted 
in the precinct did not go near the polls. 
One man said he was told at the polling 
place that his name had been voted, and 
when he protested, he was kicked out 
and arrested. Seven fictitious names 
were found, besides those at the widows’ 
homes, and 12 persons whose names were 
voted had moved out of the ward. This 
precinct gave Cowherd 131 votes Ball 8, 
Stapel 9 and Hadley 7. 

So far the police have found thal the 
names of 28 dead men were voted in the 
Sixteenth ward, and that the names of 
1148 people who had moved out of the 
ward prior to the election were voted. 

Sixteen Had Moved. 

In the Fifteenth Precinct of the Six- 
teenth Ward, where Cowherd was cred- 
ited with 165 votes, Ball 5, Stapel 2, Wal- 
lace 3 and Hadley i, the canvassers 
found that 16 men whose names were 
voted had moved out of the precinct be- 
fore the election, four voters cou'd not 
be found, and five fictitious names were 
veted.

WASHINGTCW, Sept. 9.—The demand 
of Samuel Gompers, John Mitchell and 
Frank Morrison for a trial by jury in 
the ‘contempt of court proceeding in the 
Supreme Court of the District of Colum- 
bia, was withdrawn today by Judge Al- 
ton B. Parker, chief counsel for the de- 
fendants, who expressed a _ willingness 
for Justice Ashley M. Gould to hear the 
cause. Justice Gould put the case over 
for 30 days. 

The demand for a jury was made in 
the answer filed by Judge Parker, but it 
was later decided to withdraw it. The 
case in which the American Federation 
of Labor leaders are , defendants is 
brought by Buck's Stove and Range Co. 
of St. Louls, who allege an injunction 
has been violated. 

The Buck’s company, a St. Louts con- 
cern, is seeking to have the three pun- 
ished for publications in The American 
Federationist, of which Gompers is ed- 
itor. These publications were made aft- 
er the issuance, last November, of an 
injunction pronibiting the federation 
from advising organized labor that the 
company was “unfair."" James W. Van 


Cleave of St. Louis, president of the 

company, is also president of the Na- 

tional Manufacturers’ Association. 
Gompers Declares Ifmnocence., 

Willfam. Herbert was appointed by 
the Court Examiner to take tesiimony, 
and 30 days’ time was granted each 
side for this purpose. 

Gompers’ response is of much greater 
length than those of Mitchell and Mor- 
rison, both of whom profess ignorance 
as to the majority of the’ publications 
quoted. 

For the mest part Gieniie admits 
the correctness of the quotations from 
his speeches, interviews and editorials. 
but he deciares none of them was in- 
tended to be in contempt of ‘court. 

The principal charge madc.in the pe- 
tition refers to criticisms of the injunce 
tion which were made by Gompers in au 
cdjtorial published In the Federationist 
for February. 1908. The editorial charac- 
terized the injunction as an invasion of 
the liberty of the press and of the rigit 
of free speech and further said it would 
be impossible to comply with all its 
terms. 

Stands on Rights as Citizen, 

Gompers declares the editorial con- 
tained only such fair and temperate 
criticism as he had a right to indulge 
in, as a citizen, of the conduct of one 
of the officers of the Government. He 
said the order and decree of the 
Court were never properly intended 
to take away from him his rights as an 
Amfrican citizen, but only to prevent 
the doing of acts styled unlawful and 
pursuant to a supposed unlawful con- 
epiracy to injure. 

Gompers declares that there never 
existed any conspiracy, combination 
agreement or understanding which re- 
sulted in any degree in bringing abou; 
the publication of the editorial, but 
that the passing of the decree raised 
a new issue, to-wit: Whether the 
Court had acted within or without the 
limits prescribed by justice. 

This tissue, he sald. was one only 


incidentally relating to the pending | 


case, 

Gompers, in replying to the charge 
that he favored the boycott ten years 
Ago, says, not being a clairvoyant, he 
could not then have known of the de- 
cigion in that case.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 9.—Discus- 
gion of the Ball-Cowherd harmony 
@peeches at the opening of the Demo- 
‘cratic State Convention has revealed the 
fact that David A. Ball, the defeated 
candidate, disappointed the politicians 
by failing to mention Mr, Cowherd’s 
name in his speech. ; 

After the convention had organized 
Jast night Mr. Ball, clasping Mr. Cow- 
herd’s hand, pledged his support to the 
whole ticket. He praised Bryan and 
emphasized the importance of voting for 
the congressional nominees. But he 
didn’t name Cowherd. 

The story told today is that Mr. Ball 
and his friend, Congressman Champ 
Clark, rehearsed the harmony scene be- 
fore it was put on. Mr. Ball went over 
‘the speech he was to say and the Cow- 
herd-Ball handclasping was arranged. 

Now the Cowherd men say that Mr. 
‘Ball failed to play his part. -They say 
there was something in the speech he 
rehearsed with Clark but it wasn’t in 
what he said to the convention. 

Congressman Clark said that so far 
as he knew there had been no pre-ar- 
rangement of a “harmony scene’’ fur- 
ther than that he and a number of oth- 
er Democrats for three weeks had been 
urging Ball to make a speech or in some 
manner indorse the entire Democratic 
ticket. 

“I think they ought to be satisfied 
with the speech Ball made,” said Clark. 
“He did not call the roll of the whole 
‘Democratic ticket, but that was not 
necessary. Ball’s speech was not re- 
hearsed. He doesn't rehearse his speech- 
es or even write them.’’ 


Akins Plank Blow at Stone. 

A plank in the approved draft of the 
Democratic platform,* which will be 
adopted today, censuring United States 
Subtreasurer*Thomas J. Atkins of St. 
Louis for careless handling of Govern- 
,™Ment moneys, resulting in the loss of 
| $61,500, is regarded by the supporters 
of Gov. Folk as a direct slap at Sena- 
ter Stone for introducing a bill in the 
Senate to relieve Mr. Akins of all finan- 
cial responsibility for the loss. 

Insurance Commissioner Vandiver, 
one of Gov. Folk’s appointees, was suc- 
cessful in getting the Platform Commit- 
teo to agree to the plank. 

According to Akins, the relief bill was 
prepared by the Treasury Department 
tn Washington and passed on to Sena- 
tor Stone for introduction. The Repub- 
lican State Committee has several times 
had this question under discussion, and 
ence was upon the verge of denouncing 
the Akins relief bill and demanding that 
the Subtreasurer personally or through 
his bondsmen make good the shortage.

“An indorsement of any kind for Sen- 
ator Stone won't help the Democratic | 
party any in this campaign,’’ said he, 
‘and I won't be bound by it even if it 
goes in. 

“T think Gov. Folk can get along with- 
out a platform dndorsement, if neces- 
sary. It is only an appeal to an of- 
ficial’s vanity, anyhow. Nobody ever 
sought such an indorsement until Lon 
V. Stephens was Governor, and he want- 
ed one from every convention held dur- 
ing his administration.” 

Other Democrats here declare they will 
offer the Akins resolution on the floor 
of the convention, should any influence 
be sufficient to cut it out of the plat- 
form reported by the committee. 


Republican Fight Over Liquor. 
The delay of the Republican subcom- 


mittee in completing its revision of the 
platform is reported to be due to the 
liquor plank. Otto Stifel, the St. Louts 
brewer, is a member of the subcommit- 
tee, and R. D. Calkins, another member 
of the subcommittee, is a prohibition 
lecturer. Calkins is insisting on a pro- 
hibition declaration, or at léast, a strin- 
gent liquor regulation plank, while Sti- 
fel will not consent to either. 

The conventions of both parties will 
meet at 2 p. m. to hear the platforms 
read. 

The agreement of the Stone leaders 
to have included in the Democratic plat- 
form a specific indorsement of the ad- 
ministration of Gov. Folk has caused 
rejoicing among the Folk men who 
say they have won out over the Stone 
men who had decided to pass over the 
Folk administration with merely a gen- 
, eral indorsement including it with “all 
Democratic administrations down to and 
including the present one."’ 

The agreement of the Stone men t» 
indorse the Folk administration was 
reached at a caucus of both Stone and 
Folk men in the Democratic headquar- 
ters last night. 

The Folk men also won important 
places in the temporary and permanent 
organizations of the Democratic con- 
vention. ~hamp Clark, who was tem- 
porary chairman, was one of the first 
Democrats of prominence to come out 
for Folk, and Congressman David A. De 
Armond, the permanent chairman, has 
been one of the Governor's most ardent 
supporters. 

Gov. Folk is not pleased with reports 
from St. Louis concerning the meeting 
of his friends and the Cowherd man- 
agers, 

“If such a meeting was held,’’ he said, 
‘it was without authority and seems 
foolish. 

“It takes no meeting to have Mr. 
Cowherd promise to take no part in the 
senatorial fight. He has said it from 
the beginning and he, of course would 
not do fo.”’ 

Harry P. Walsh, Democratic candi- 
date for Circuit Attorney, was refused 
a seat in the convention after James 
P. Miles had placed him on the Resgo- 
lutions Committee, Miles, after learn- 
ing of the action of the Credentials 
Committee, hastily withdrew Walsh’s 
name and substituted that of #elix Bb. 
McAdams, candidate for Representative. 

The Credentials Committee held 
Walsh was not entitled to sit, as he was 
a candidate for Circuit Attorney, which 
under the law is a county office.

Every person failing to register at that time will be disqualified from 
voting. Persons absent from the city on the four registration days, or who 
may be prevented from registering on account of illness, can register at the 
City Hall up to Oct. 28. 

In all such cases, the Election Commissioners require-affidavits certify- 
ing to the inability of the person to register at the specified time set for 
registration. 


Every voter, irrespective of whether he registered before the recent 
beng election, is required to register again on the general registration 
ays

Yates, once governor of Illinois, who 
was defeated this year by Gov. Deneen 
for renomination, today missed the first 
Republican State Convention since he 
attained his majority. ise was in the 
city, but remained at his home on the 
outskirts. Conspicuous by their absence 
also were many Yates leaders who have 
taken prominent parts for many years 
in Republican politics. 

Second only in importance to this 
feature was the standpat program that 
the convention heard. Such eminent 
standpatters as Speaker Joseph G. Can- 
non and former Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Leslie M. Shaw were put forward

Speaker 
Joseph G. Cannon was elected tempor- 
ary and permanent chairman. In ac- 
cepting the gavel he made the opening 
address. Gov. Deneen, Leslie M. Shaw 
and Senator Hopkins were the only 
other speakers. 
Four trustees of the University of Il- 
linois were nominated. Mrs. Laura

~ Referring to union labor, Speaker Can- 
non, in his speech, said he believed the 
laboring men should. organize, but 
thought it wrong for a few leaders to 
attempt to control the labor vote. Mr. 
Cannon declared with great emphasis 
that if he were re-elected to Congress 
he would never vote for any bill that 
provided a law for one class as against 
another. 

The Speaker aroused the enthusiasm 
of the convention when he said: ‘‘This 
Republic of ours is not worth three hur- 
rahe in the place that burns with fire 
and brimstone iff it has within its bor- 
ders privileged classes. Rich or poor, 
wise or unwise, the civilization should 
spread over all alike.” 

Shaw Talks on Panics. 

Former Secretary of the Treasury 
Shaw devoted much time to the last 
panic, contending that this last one was 
‘@ifferent from those wnder Democratic 
rule, which, he said, had always par- 
alyzed industry because of unhealthful 
underlying conditions. The last panic 
Was simply like the result of a cry of 
“fire” in a crowded hall, when, in fact, 
there was not even the smell of smoke.

And new comes William R. Hearst, the heart 
and souj and purse of the Independence party, 
with affidavits from alleged workingmen declar- 
ing that in 1893, during the consideration of the 
Wilson ‘tariff bill, William J. Bryan called work- 
ingmen “a lot df public beggars.” 

It appears from the affidavit that during the 
discussion of the tariff in the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House, Mr. Bryan called the 
protected manufacturers “robbers,” and when 


jasked if the manufacturers were “robbers” what 


were thc workers, he replied: “They are a lot 


of public beggars.” 

Mr. Bryan denies the story, but if it were true 
that he used the phrase, the context makes it 
clear that he applied it in a political sense.to the 
workers who went to Washington to support the 
protected manufacturers’ demand for _ special 
privileges in the form of protective Tr It is 
clear that the expression as reported was’ not in- 
tended to apply to workingmen in general on 
account of their occupation or character, nor to 
any workingmen except those pleading for pro- 
tective privileges in behalf of their employers, 
and beceuse of their plea. 

But it is as absurd to give serious considera- 
tion to this story as to discuss gravely the story 
that Mr. Taft said that a dollar a day was 
enough for any workingman. They are two of 
the same kind of campaign muck~+the kind that 
is conceived in malice and born in dishonesty— 
that is designed to appeal to passion and preju- 
dice. 

Mr. Hearst is neither dignifying his own cause 
nor hurting Mr. Bryan’s by this sort of raw sen- 
sationa!ism. 
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Instead of making platforms it would be wiser 
for some political parties to build rafts for use 
in the tidal waves of November. 

DO BUSINESS MEN EVER GET DRUNK? 

Whether or not the bank examiner closed the 
bank because he was drunk has not yet been as- 
certained. But it seems to be acknowledged that 
he wes drunk when he closed it and for some 
time before that. 

If a locomotive engineer drinks himself into 
a siate of permanent intoxication it is generally 
admittca that he is not fit for his duty and 
should be discharged. If a business man serving 
in a position of great trust and responsibility is 
known fcr months to be maudlin or worse, why 
is no attempt made to remove him? —To throw a 
bank inte the hands of a receiver is a serious 
business-—too serious to be done by a man whose 
brain is not perfectly clear.

Stockholders in 
great business enterprises are interested in the 
health cf the manager and executives. Particu- 
larly are they interested to know whether their 
employes in high places are befuddled by whis- 
ky: A drunken bank president can ruin a bank 
just as surely as a bank examiner. 
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Would it be a Cowherdly trick to throw a 
Stone? 
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HIGH WAGES TODAY. 

A brickmason who earns $5.20 a day is surely 
prosperous that day. 

But the day he.does not work—on that day 
he is not prosperous even though wages rise to 
$10.40 in Republican newspapers. 

If a brickmason works ten days at $5.20 a day 
and hunts work twenty days is he prosperous 
that month? * But perhaps it rained. If so, his 
‘industrious hunt for a job is no credit to him. 

Such reflections are appropriate to the day 
after Labor Day. When it is claimed that a 
political policy or system of policies ‘raise wages 
and keep them up, the sober citizen naturally 
asks what the labor unions have been doing 
while these policies are at work, and if it is true 
that the policy made the brickmason’s wages 
high on Monday why doesn’t it do the same on 
Tuesday?

This is the verdict rendered by a jury 
of old-time policemen who discussed 
the death of John C, Woodlock,. for- 
merly known as the richest policeman 
on the St. Louis force. His end came 
peacefully at his home, 437% Clark 
avenue, Tuesday afternoon, while 

* members of his family were gathered at 
his bedside. ° 

Woodlock was on the police force for 
3% years. He was a sterling officer and 
made several noted captures, once hav- 
ing had to kill aepolice character in the 
performance of duty. When the Police 
Board decided that younger men were 
wanted for sergeants, Woodlock was 
reduced to the ranks. He became dis- 
heartened and resigned. That was last 
fall, and old friends declare that Wood- 
lock had been gradually failing ever 
since. : 

Although he was worth $35,000, his 
friends say, he brooded over his de- 
parture from the police force. His 
wealth did not give him-as much sat- 
isfaction as the earning of it did, his 
friends say. Woodlock became rich by 
thrift. He wae born in Tipperary, 
Ireland, Feb. 26, 1845. He is survived by 
a wife and five children. The children 
are Mrs. J. F. and J. L, Moore, who 
married brothers; Michael, Daniel and 
Miss Anna Woodlock.
